It isnot such 
a dangerous matter to capture live rattlers as 
many people suppose, The snake hunter pro- 
vides himself with a large cauvas bag, a

The present situation is peculiar in many 
respects, Perhaps the most phenomenal fact 
is the low rate of interest, that is to say, the 
abundance of loanable capital, despite the 
rapid increase in population and the volume 
of business. The cause is easily seen: modern 
business methods dispense with the use of 
money; produce pays for goods, and goods 
for produce. In the crushing panic of 1837, 
and the long era of depression which lasted 
through Van Buren's and Tyler's administra- 
tions, the western farmers’ grain and meat 
were months in reaching the consumer and 
the manufactured articles as long in reach- 
ing the west; at each transfer of values 
money was paid. Now the western factor 
loads a railroad train with grain and files 
the certificates of that shipment in his local 
bank; a telegram informs the New York 
correspondent that the grain ison the way, 
the credit is made and the goods may be, 
often are, shipped westward thereon before 
the grain gets half way to the seaboard. 
Five others? may be the total cash payment 
for the transfer of $10,000 worth of 
wheat and return of an equivalent in goods, 
Thus a rapidly increasing volume of busi- 
ness is transacted on decreasing transfers of 
cash; banking and telegraphy dispense with 
the use of money, and there is an over 
abundance of cash for legitimate business be- 
sides a surplus for speculation and new in- 
vestments. 


Another very noteworthy feature is that 
wages have been so well maintained. In the 
seven years that the cost of living has de- 
clined nearly one-third, wages have certainly 
not declined one-tenth, if at all; and as the 
Hon. Edward Atkinson has so ably 
pointed out, the laborer has been secur- 
ing a constanly increasing share of a 
constantly increasing product. The result 
has been to excite immigration on a scale 
never before witnessed, Not since Goth, Hun 
and Vandal descended upon Rome has such a 
pears of population taken place as this 

year sees. It is a serious question if this 
8 flood (350,000 laborers in 1887 at 
present rates) will not force a great collapse 
in the American labor market. Another very 
serious thing has happened: our foreign cus- 
tomers, especially England, are looking else- 
where for grain and cotton. Our export of 
the former has fallen off one-half, and now 
the latter is threatened. We were helped out 
of the panic of 1873-5 by a combination of 
events which may never again occur. There 
were seven good wheat crops in this country 
and seven poor ones in western Europe. 
The result was that in nine years we ex- 
ported more wheat than in the previous 
ninety. The further result was the transfer 
of $1,600,000,000 in values to American far- 
mers, with which they entered the market 
and created the “boom” of 1879-80. But now 
the European demand is less, and Ezypt, In- 
dia, Australia and the Argentine, Republic 
supply far more.

Now, when we consider that the people of 
the south and west live much nearer to nature 


the barn, the milk from their own cow, the 
mieal and flour at first hand and eat very few 
canned meats or jeliies—we bogin to see rea- 
sons for believing that «natural crime is 
largely the result of adulterated food. An 
attempt is made to accouu for the recent «e:i- 
demic by the great increase of ignorant for- 
eiguers, and the record does show that the 
ratio of crime among them and their children 
is nearly three times grente than among na- 
tives. Europe has taken a mean advantage 
of us, by smuggling thousands of her crimi- 
nals into the millions of honest and industri- 
ous who emigrate. But their crimes after all 
are of the natural kiud, if such an expression 
is aliowable—that is, they assault iu anger, 
they steal articles of value an they defraud 
for gain. But they do not slyly throw vile 
substances on ladies’ dresses, as bas lately 
been done in our crowded places; they do 
not cut and destroy articles in mere 
wantouness, nor do they chil- 
dren or outrege women to any greater 
degree than natives. We must look to the 
depraved among our own people for an ex- 
planation of such acts. Bethe cause what it 
may, there is certainly an epidemic of the 
horrible and unnatural, of killing for mere 
killing's sake, of mating without assiguable 
motive, of cruttry where kindness would 
profit better, and of wanton destruction 
where there can be no hope of gain. If the 
adulterants in our feod and drink are respon 
sible for even the half of it, we cannot set 
about reform a day too soon.—New York 
Letter.

Strother resides with his wife and son ina 
house that has long been his home. In speak- 
ing of his age and health a few days ago, he 
said: I am bound to believe the Bible, and 
am convinced that I was born about the hour 
of 10:30 o'clock in the morning, on Sept. 26, 
1816, and am consequently 70 years of age. 
I weigh 160 pounds in my summer toggery, 
walk my five miles without fatigue, and am 
not conscious of any pains, aches or discom- 
forts whatsoever. The fact being entered in 
my venerated father’s handwriting, it cannot 
be disputed that I have accomplished the 
three score and ten years allotted to man’s 
life; but the ‘labor and sorrow’ pertaining

present my days pass in cheerful tranquillity, 
never before experienced.” 

Gen. David Hunter Strother was born in 
Virginia. His father, who had been an offi- 
cer in the war of 1812, was a man of great 
independence of thought, with a stern, un- 
comproniising sense of duty, and was some- 
what unhappy over the artistic tendencies dis- 
played by his only boy. Nevertheless, he 
sent his son to New xork, where he was

‘CONCERNING THE SHAKERS. 


Some Information Given, Also, About 
Elder F. W. Evans. =. 


occasionally drop into this city from a not 
distant neighborhood, Elder F. W. Evans, 
the bead of the Shaker fraternity, deservos 
mention. He bas just been spending a fow 
days here; and, fora man of 79 years, he is 
remarkably vigorous and healthy. If you 
converse long with him you will not only see 


ty, he says, is now over 100 years 

, and his connection with it dates back- 
ward sixty-seven years. The doctrine which 
was formulated by Ann Lee has not stood 
still altogether. Under theinfluence of Elder 
Evans it bas become somewhat liberalized. 
The canon of revelation is more elastic with 
the Shakers now than it ever was. They 
think they have received new light since the 
days of their founders, and that, as time goes 
on, still other new revelations- may be ex- 


pected. 

Certain cardinal principles of course re- 
main. Their most distinct one is the duality 
of the godhead, which implies a parental 
compound, so to speak—an eternal mother as 
well as an eternal father. Their doctrine of 
celibacy is, of course, prominent, and most 
tenaciously held. Many of the tenets of the 
Quakers are also theirs. Their opposition to 
marriage is rather a relinquishment, for the 
sake of entering a higher cycle of spiritual 

than the world at large can hope 
to attain. But, in its order, they do not con- 
sider marriage wrong. Much of the imagery 
which the Shakers employ in reference to 


heavens,” is quite in affinity with the 

wedenborgians. In fact, Ann Leo used to 
say that Swedeuborg is really John the 
Baptist.” 

On two or three occasions recently, while 
Elder Evans has been tarrying in the city, I 
have had extended talks with him. Some of 
the incidents of his life, as he tells them, are 
exceedingly interesting. He was born in 
England aud came to this country with Robert 
Owen. Both he and Owen were then firm ma- 

and skeptical in reference to any 
revelation whatever. But they were human- 
itarians and were interested in communism. 
In spite of Owen’s good intentions, for he 
was a manof benevolent and humane in- 
the scheme at New Harmony fell 
through. It could not be made to work. 
Evans discovered that the Zoarites 
and the Rappites had no better success, As 
the Shakers were the one body that did suc- 
ceed, he went to their head center in New 
Lebanon to find out their secret. While there 
he was the subject of spiritual revelations. 
The spirits came to him repeatedly, and con- 
victed bim of the errors of materialism; and 
under these illuminations he became con- 
vinced also of the benefits of a celibate life, 
and saw that the Shakers had truths which 
were far in advance of our worldly creeds. As 


ualists, the Shakers claim to be pioneers, but 
they do not seek spirits or spiritual intercourse 
-except as these things are forced upon them. 
A too frequent or a solicitous resort to spirits 
they consider wrong. Elder Evans makes 
no reference to the fact that by weight of 
ter and thorough saturation with their 
ciples, he has risen to be their head, but 
such is the fact. 
mean that he is a hierarch, because the Sha- 
kers believe in equality, but it means that 
natural selection has brought him rightinlly 
to the front. 

He says the body in fifty years a 

gone reformatory cnanges. rormeriy it used 
—as society outside more 
alcoholic liquors. Now they do not touch 
them. They do not use tobacco either, nor 
eat pork. He thinks they are on the way to 
become vegetarians eventually. They were 
always Abolitionists, and among the earliest 
of this once derided class. Now they are Pro- 
hibitionists and woman suffragists, and believe 
in land reform in the direction in which 
Henry George is leading. Large land owners 
themselves, they do not intend to have their 
own possessions prevent their adherence to, 
and acquiescence in, what they cousider a 
grand reformatory truth. 
„They do not, however, vote; nor are they 
called to jury duty. The authorities habitu- 
ally exempt them from jury service, They; 
pay their taxes faithfully and do not refuse to 
serve as witnesses when called upon. It would 
be readily acknowledged by their neighbors 
that in the conduct and virtues of life they 
rank high. Like the Quakers they are op- 
posed to war, and are non-resistants. 

Once, the elder says, they seemed in danger 
of becoming simply a great eleemosynary in- 
stitution. He always strongly objected to 
this tendency; and for years they have been 
weeding out, or screening out, those who come 
to them simply for the loaves and fishes. 
They consider this the main reason their 
numbers have fallen off in fifteen years; but 
they also think that their doctrines have fil- 
tered out into the world and are really being 
substantially acted upon by many. This adhe- 
sion they even prefer to proselytes taken into 
their direct fold. There were once eighteen 
societies in the United 
now seventeen. Of these four are in New 
York, four in Massachusetts, two in Connect- 
icut, two in Kentucky, two in Ohio two in 
New Hampshire, and one in Maine. 

Elder Evans says that the community prin- 
ciple cannot exist with marriage—for this 
produces too strong a centrifugal element, 
He constantly receives letters and applica- 
tions from those who want to join the fra- 

ternity, but no one is received without a 


to join. If a person wishes to join and seems 
sincere, he is brought before the court of his 
own conscience and rigidly questioned. 


restitution. If 
he must first pay them. The head of a com- 
mission once sent down from Albany by the 
legislature to inquire into the method by 
which the Shakers received the world's chil- 
dren for adoption said, at the end of the talk, 
on testing them morally, that he wished the 
whole of Albany, including the complainants 
who sent him to New Lebanon, were Shakers. 
The method of adopting children, however, 
has been modified of their own motion. They 
do not now seek any who are not old enough 
to have some mind of their own. Those 
under 12 are not, asa rule, desired, and are 
not taken except when a refusal might ws 
rate brothers and sisters. To import an ele- 
ment which might probably yearn to go 
back, in due time, to the world, is not to their 
interest. Elder Evans, notwithstanding his 
advanced age, is soon to revisit England on 
matters of importance to the community. He 
will sail on June 20, Joxl. BENTON.
